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INFORMATION ON TIME LIMITS FOR ENTERING THE NATIONAL PHASE 

The applicant is Feminded that the **national phase" must be entered before each of the<iesignated Offices indicated on 
the cover sheet of this Notification by paying national fees and furnishing translations, as prescribed by Articles 22 and 39 and 
the applicable national laws. In addition, the applicant may also have to comply with other special requirements applicable 
in certain Offices. It is the applicant's responsibility to ensure the necessary steps to enter the national phase are taken in a 
timely fashion. Most Offices do not issue reminders to applicants in connection with the entry into the national phase. 

The applicable time limit for entering the national phase will, subject to what is said in the following paragraph, be 
30 MONTHS from the priority date, not only in respect of any elected Office Where a demand for tnternationat-preliminary 
--examination is-filed'before-the-expiFation<of49-nr>onths-from4he-pFiority^^ — 
designated Office, in the absence of filing of such dernand, where Article22(1) as modified with effect from 1 April 2002 
applies in respect of that designated Office.

'. Where the prioirity document is issued by the receiving Office, the applicant rhay, instead of submitting the priority 
document, request the receiying Office to prepare and transmit the priority document to the International Bureau. Such request 
must be made before the expiration of the 16-nribnth time limit and may be subjected by the receiving Office to the payment 
of a fee (Rule 17.1(b)). 

If the priority document concerned is not submitted to the International Bureau or if the request to the receiving Office 
to prepare and transmit the priority document has not been made (and the corresponding fee, if any, paid) within the applicable 
time limit indicated under the preceding paragraphs, any designated State may disregard the priority claim, provided that no 
designated Office may disregard the priority claim concerned before giving the applicant an opportunity, upon entry into the 
national phase, to furnish the priority document within the time limit which is reasonable under the circumstances. 

Where several priorities are claimed, the priority date to be considered for the purposes of computing the 16-month time 
limit is the filing date of the earliest application whose priority is claimed. 
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
